If they succeeded in proving it 
now they would deliver a definite 
setb ack to the Communist program 
to dominate the fringe of countries 
around Soviet Russia.

But he called for immediate re­ 
moval of the clause which restricts 
unions’ iwlltical activity . 
“Through the clause prohib iting 
direct or indirect political contri­ 
b utions b y unions.” Stassen said, “a 
seriou.s invasion of freedom has oc­ 
curred. 
“Newspapers 
pub lislied 
b y un­ 
ions should have inviolate the com­ 
plete freedom of press to print any ­ 
thing they wish on any sub ject, in­ 
cluding politics, limited only b y the 
regular laws of lilH*l. To hold oth­ 
erwise would constitute an opening 
wedge in an attack on a free press. 
Stassen urged newspapermen to 
“emphatically Insist” on the right 
of union newspapers to pub llsli po­ 
litical news 
aiMl comment, even 
though they disagree with what the 
unions say . 
“If we perm it a classification of 
newspapers and restrictions on the 
rights of a free 
press, we funda­ 
mentally violate one of the most 
im portant lib erties of the Ameri­ 
can people,” he declared.

houses the line be drawn at places 
renting for $400 a month. The com­ 
mittee proposed removing controls 
on all dwellings renting for $25 a 
month or mote.

Health Nurse Takes 
30 Throat Cultures 


Throat cultures were taken of 30 
Ridgeley High School students yes­ 
terday by Mr Henrietta Allen, Key­ 
ser, W. Va , Mineral County health 
nurse, after it had been discovered 
one of their teachers, David Bosley, 
had diphtheria, and another teacher 
had been exposed to the disease. 
Melvin M. Heiskell, principal at 
the school, said last night that 
Bosley became ill Thursday and 
went to the hospital at Keyser for 
an examination. It developed from 
tests that he had diphtheria, Hels- 
keU said. 
In the meantime, Bosley’s room­ 
mate, Oalen Wolfe, Bridgewater, 
Va., a teacher of mathematic* al the 
school, taught school yesterday, and 
had contact with a number of the 
children. With Bosley, who teaches 
science. IU with diphtheria and 
his roommate exposed to the dis­ 
ease. the health nurse went to the 
school to check the children, as the 
first step in preventing spread of 
the disease. 
This is the third case of diphtheria 
reported in Ridgeley this winter. 
Two children, one of school age 
and the other younger, had the dis­ 
ease late in 1947. 
Two cases of scarlet fever also are 
reported in Ridgeley, it was learned 
last night, with the second showing 
up Thursday. Both cases are school 
children. 
Officials are checking the situa 
lion and every public health mea 
sure possible will be taken to pre­ 
vent a spread of either infection. 
Parents are urged to remain calm 
and abide by the wishes of school 
and health authorities. 
Heiskell said last night no un 
necessary chan res will be taken 
and he expects an immediate report 
on throat cultures taken of Wolfe’s 
students. If there is an indication 
of a spread of the disease an 
nouncement will be made so the 
public can be properly informed.

Are Damaged 


By Recent Thaw 


Rock, Mire Seep 
Through In Spots 


State highways in this district 
are beginning to show effects of the 
recent thaw, according to G. Bates 
Chairer, district engineer, who es­ 
timated damage in one section at 
“several thousand dollars" and said 
seven other road surfaces were* 
harmed. 
Two sections of road In Allegany 
County were showing effects of the 
t h a w 
yesterday, 
according 
t o 
Chaires. but the most damage to 
date was reported on Route 40 from 
Frederick to Ridgeville, where he 
estimated losses at several thousand 
dollars. 
The Fredcrick-Ridgcville highway 
Is completely churned up with rocks 
and muck seeping over sections of 
the road 25 to 50 feet in length and 
IO to 12 feet wide, Chaires explained. 
Not Too Severe 
The Allegany County damage is 
not too neverc. Sections of road have 
broken, however, on State Route* 36, 
between Frostburg und Mt. Savage, 
and on U. S. Route 40 between the 
Six-Mile House and Frostburg. 
In Garrett County the mast ser­ 
ious damage reported to date has 
occurred on State Route 42, be­ 
tween Friendsville and the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Line, and on U. S. Route 
50, frequently referred to as the 
Northwestern Pike. 
Other .sections of road reportedly 
affected by the thaw are Route HO, 
between Urb;uia and Kemptown; 
State Route 398, between Williams­ 
port and Route 40; U. S. Route 15, 
extending north from Frederick to 
Emmitsburg, und U. S. Route 340 
from Frederick to Harpers Ferry. 
Chaires said permanent repair 
work will not be started until the 
frost is completely out of the 
ground, but explained that stabiliz­ 
ing work was begun immediately 
with crews using limestone and sand 
to make the roads passable. Signs 
warning of “rough roads’’ have 
been posted 
along all damaged 
highways, he declared. 
Restricted load limits on all ve­ 
hicles will remain in effect until the 
frost is completely out of the 
ground, Chaires said, adding that 
roads 
in 
Allegany 
and 
Garrett 
counties will be incited this morn­ 
ing. Portable weighing crews will 
start paroling the highways im­ 
mediately after, he said. 
Restrictions Required 
The restrictions which limit loads 
on two axle 
vehicles to 20,000 
pounds and three-axle vehicles to 
36,000 pounds will be removed as 
soon as passible, Chaires declared, 
adding the State Roads Commission 
realize* the hardship it causes, but 
has been forced to effect it to pre­ 
serve state highways. 
In many instances where surfaces 
have already been broken. Chaires 
explained the dirt and rocks in the 
road bcd have churned to the top of 
the pavement. Soft ground caused 
by soaked dirt leaves no .support for 
the hard surface and it cracks as 
soon as weight is applied, the dis­ 
trict engineer stated. 
It’s just like placing a board on 
murkey land,” Chairer explained 
It will sink down into the mire.’’ 
The same condition prevails with 
the highways which are construct­ 
ed on earth that has been frozen. 
When the thaw begins the earth Is 
soft and will not support the struc­ 
ture. 
Weighing crews will patrol the 
highways 24 hours a day, Chaires 
said, and any vehicle that is over­ 
loaded will not be permitted to move 
until the excess cargo is removed.
